California’s Bay Bridge closed indefinitely after more structural damage

SAN FRANCISCO The San Francisco-Oakland Bay Bridge, closed 
after 5,000 pounds of metal broke off during rush hour earlier this 
week, won't reopen to traffic in time for Thursday morning’s com- 
mute, a California Department of Transportation spokesman said 
Wednesday. 

The bridge, one of the region’s major transportation arteries, has 
been out of commission since Tuesday evening, when metal rods and 
acable fell into traffic, leaving one motorist with minor injuries. 

The accident resurrected fears about the safety of a span that 
millions watching the 1989 World Series broadcast saw had failed 
during a major earthquake. 

Tuesday’s terrifying scene stirred anger over the constant delays 
and soaring costs of the still-unfinished new eastern span of the 
Bay Bridge, which has become the largest public works project in 
California history. 

“TI thought I was going into the Bay,” said Andrea Nelson, a mar- 
keting consultant and personal coach who saw the crossbar and two 
rods fall and bounce on the road ahead of her as she headed into San 
Francisco for dinner. She swerved and her car spun out as she ran 
over the rods, which gashed her tires. 

Construction crews worked through Tuesday night fighting winds

that gusted to 35 mph as they brought in heavy machinery to try to 
move the metal and make repairs. On Wednesday, the strong winds 
continued to hamper efforts to repair the bridge that carries about 
280,000 cars each day. 

California Department of Transportation spokesman Bart Ney 
told reporters Wednesday evening he didn’t know when traffic 
would again be allowed on the bridge. 

The pieces that failed were parts of major repairs done last month 
after state inspectors discovered a crack in an “eyebar,” an important 
structural beam. The rods that broke were holding a saddle-like cap 
that had been installed to strengthen the cracked eyebar. 

Caltrans engineers were trying to figure out why the recent 
repairs—which were supposed to last until the new bridge opened 
in 2013— failed in less than two months.

NEW DOCUMENTARY FOLLOWS PRESIDENT 
ON ROAD FROM CAMPAIGN TO WHITE HOUSE

Early on in “By the People,” a behind-the-scenes 
documentary chronicling Barack Obama’s pres- 
idential campaign, viewers meet Ronnie Cho, a 
field organizer making calls from a cubicle in an 
Iowa campaign office. 

The office is almost empty, reflecting a time, 
at the start of the Democratic primary, when 
many had never heard Obama’s name. 

“Tt’s surreal to think that at one point I had 
to beg and plead for people to come to a house 
party in Iowa to meet him,” Cho said. “That 
actually took real convincing.” 

Fast forward to Election Day, when Obama 
loomed large as a beacon of hope for a newly 
enchanted generation. As the ballots rolled 
in and Grant Park crackled with an electric 
euphoria, Cho called his mother, crumpled into 
a chair and wept uncontrollably. 

“By the People,” which screens Friday at 
Chicago’s Cadillac Theater before premiering 
Tuesday on HBO, captures Obama’s meteoric 
rise to the presidency through the previously 
unseen vantage point of the campaign staffers 


whose sweat and tears helped get him there. 

But a year after Obama’s historic election, 
the mood has sobered. 

Political partisanship remains the rule in 
Washington, and some of Obama’s greatest 
supporters complain that promises of change 
remain unfulfilled. Amid fights about health 
care reform and an unemployment rate push- 
ing 10 percent, Obama’s job approval rating slid 
nine points between the second and third quar- 
ters of the year, to 53 percent in October—one 
of the biggest quarter drops in the first year of 
an elected president, according to Gallup, and 
a steady decline from the 68 percent approval 
he enjoyed just after the inauguration. 

For filmmaker Alicia Sams, the documentary 
is coming at the right time. 

“What I hope happens is that people see 
it and remember how engaged they were,” 
said Sams, 45, who lives in Oak Park. “It’s not 
enough to grumble. You have to speak up.” 

Sams and her collaborator, 33-year-old Amy 
Rice of New York, both independent film- 
makers, started following Obama nine months 
before he declared his run for president. They

had unique access to Obama, his family and 
key campaign staffers as they celebrated the 
thrill of their first victory in Iowa and slogged 
through the draining battles that followed. 
Among the intimate moments captured are 
Michelle Obama at home playing with the 
kids, her husband blanking as he prepares for a 
debate, chief strategist David Axelrod confess- 
ing primary angst at Chicago’s Manny’s Deli, 
and young speech writer Jon Favreau tweaking 
the iconic words Obama would later deliver to 


thousands of supporters. 

Actor Ed Norton, whose company produced 
the film, said the premise was that Obama’s 
candidacy would be “a prism through which 
the country would reveal itself,” with the film 
ultimately trying to answer the question: Is 
America ready to elect a black president? 

It turned out it was. But a year later, is 
America happy with how he’s doing? 

“The campaign was so full of energy, and then 
all of a sudden, it’s like watching paint dry,” said 
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Davie Decoursey-James, an Obama supporter 
who lives in Bronzeville. Decoursey-James, 
45, said he’ll wait to assess until halfway into 
the presidency. 

“T wont allow myself to be disappointed 
because I just don’t think there’s been enough 
time yet,” he said. 

Hyde Park resident Joseph Dozier, 22, 
thinks there’s plenty to be disappointed about 
already, including failure to act on gay rights 
and privacy rights.

Dozier, president of the University 
Republicans at the University of Chicago, 
voted for Sen, John McCain (R-Ariz.) in the 
election, but said he was “very happy” about 
Obama’s victory and hoped he’d live up to 
his campaign rhetoric. Instead, Dozier said, 
“the Obama administration has tried to bite 
off too much, too soon,” and its policies don’t 
look much different from that of former 
President George W. Bush.

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have subsided, but the hope has not. 

“T still am a strong believer that he is going 
to do the right thing,” said Lupe Jimenez, 27, 
of Clearing. “I think it’s just going to take 
some time for us to get there.” 

Nikki Snodgrass, 28, who was in the ecstat- 
ic crowd at Grant Park on election night, said 
that while Obama’s promised changes are 
“kind of slow-going,” that’s to be expected 
given the obstacles on his plate and the nature 
of governing. 

Still, she said, Obama hasn't lived up to all 
her expectations. Her biggest letdown was 
when Obama said he wanted to “move for- 
ward” rather than demand accountability in 
response to the memos he released detailing 
CIA torture. 

“That really bothered me,” said Snodgrass, 
who lives in Lincoln Square. “He always 
seemed to be such a humanitarian.” 

Some people revved up during the cam- 
paign have lost interest. 

Adam Wolf of Uptown said Obama’s cam- 
paign got him more involved than he'd ever 
been before—but now that it’s no longer in 
his face, Wolf, 26, said he’s been paying less 
attention, as his life is busy enough holding 
down four jobs. 

One of those jobs is as founder of Waggish 
Apparel, maker of funny T-shirts for dogs and 
their owners, which in its own way reflects the 
dampened passion about Obama. As press 
about Obama turned negative, Wolf said, he 
avoided featuring the “Bark Obama” and “All 
Barack, No Bite” T-shirts at marketing events. 

The drop in popularity hasn't discouraged 
Cho, the campaign field organizer, who said 
he still feels Obama can unite the country in 
ways no other politician has or could. 

“We've been here before, we’ve been the 
underdog,” said Cho, now 26 and working as 
associate director of legislative affairs at the 
Department of Homeland Security. “I don’t 
feel any less confident than I did a year ago.”

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Tests shed 
light on Chris 
Kelly death

Political fundraiser Christopher Kelly, who appar- 
ently committed suicide last month after pleading 
guilty in a federal fraud case, ingested a combina- 
tion of a pain reliever and rat poison, according to 
the mayor of Country Club Hills, where Kelly’s 
body was found. 

Mayor Dwight Welch said he is planning a news 
conference within the next 24 hours to announce 
the toxicology report on Kelly. 

Kelly apparently ingested the substances in 
a rented trailer in Country Club Hills as he was 
faced with personal turmoil and mounting federal 
pressure to cooperate in the sweeping corruption 
case against former Gov. Rod Blagojevich. Kelly 
was a top fundraiser and adviser to Blagojevich. 

Days after Kelly’s death, Country Club Hills 
police said they had determined it was an apparent 
suicide, pending results of the toxicology tests. 

Police said they had reviewed evidence, exam- 
ined surveillance tapes and interviewed witness- 
es, including Kelly’s girlfriend and two of Kelly’s 
other friends, one of whom had taken some items 
from the trailer. 

On Sept. 11, he went to a rented trailer used 
by his roofing company, police said. He had ear- 
lier purchased items at a nearby Wal-Mart and, 
according to a source with specific knowledge of 
the investigation, it was inside the trailer where he 
ingested numerous pills. 

Police later found a sleeping bag on the trail- 
er’s floor surrounded by pictures of Kelly’s three 
daughters and an unopened box of rat poison. 
Police said they also recovered empty bottles of 
Aleve and Tylenol. 

Kelly, 51, had been a close Blagojevich friend and 
adviser who had been indicted three times on tax, 
kickback and fraud charges. He also was estranged 
from his wife and faced serious financial problems, 
partly due to gambling debts.

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ATTORNEY SAYS TERROR SUSPECT COULD HAVE BEEN DUPED

Prosecutors urged a federal judge Wednesday 
to deny bond to one of two Chicago men 
charged with plotting a terrorist attack against 
a Danish newspaper, while the man’s lawyer 
argued that his client could have been the 
innocent dupe of an alleged coconspirator. 

Tahawwur Hussain Rana, 48, was a dan- 
ger to the community and a flight risk and 
therefore should not be released on bond, 
Assistant US. Attorney Daniel Collins told 
federal Magistrate Judge Nan Nolan. 

The husky, full-bearded Rana appeared 
at the hearing wearing the bright orange 
jumpsuit of a federal prisoner but did not 
say anything to the judge. 

Hours before the hearing, prosecutors 
amended the complaint against Rana, add- 
ing a charge of providing material support 
to terrorism. He already had been charged 
with conspiring to provide material support 
to terrorism. 

The new charge did not add major factual 
allegations against Rana. 

The complaint says Rana—a Canadian 


national who was born in Pakistan and owns 
a grocery store and immigration service in 
Chicago— provided travel services and other 
help to another man charged in the case, 
David Coleman Headley, as Headley scouted 
out the offices of Denmark’s Jyllands-Posten 
newspaper for a possible terrorist attack. 

The newspaper published 12h cartoons 
depicting the Prophet Muhammad in 2005 
that triggered outrage throughout the 
Muslim world. 

The cartoonist, 74-year-old Kurt 
Westergaard, said in an interview Tuesday 
with Jyllands-Posten that threats from the 
Islamic world drove him underground, living 
under the protection of the Danish intelli- 
gence service. 

Rana’s attorney, Patrick Blegen, told 
Nolan the evidence in an FBI affidavit out- 
lining allegations against his client could 
easily support the notion that he was mere- 
ly an innocent dupe of Headley and knew 
nothing about any plan to attack the Danish 
newspaper. 

“The weight of the evidence here is not

as much as the government has told you,” 
Blegen said in urging Nolan to free his cli- 
ent on bond. 

Prosecutors say Headley, whose former 
name was Daood Gilani, envisioned a plan 
to murder the cartoonist and the newspa- 
per’s former cultural editor. 

Rana will remain at the Metropolitan 
Correctional Center. Blegen said Rana suf- 
fers from an old shoulder injury that makes 
it hard for him to press a button that works 
the water faucet in his cell, and that Rana 
needs to see a doctor. 

Blegen said two of Rana’s brothers in 
New Jersey were willing to post their homes 
as bond and relatives in Canada would post 
“what amounts to their life savings” to get 
him out of federal custody pending resolu- 
tion of the case.

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Daley takes on homelessness

Mayor Daley on Wednesday highlighted his 
proposal to spend an extra $1.4 million next 
year on programs aimed at ending homeless- 
ness by pointing out a recent spike in the 
number of people at Chicago shelters. 
Daley said a city count done in January 
showed the city’s homeless population had 
dropped 10 percent to 5,170 in the past 
two years. But the mayor said that number 
appears to have grown since then.

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“The effect of the national economic 
recession can clearly be seen on the street 
{and in} foreclosed homes,” Daley said. 

In Daley’s new budget, which aldermen 
are now debating at hearings, $1.4 million 
from parking meter lease proceeds would be 
dedicated to programs that are part of the 
city’s Program to End Homelessness. 

Half of that new money would increase 
capacity at homeless shelters and their sup- 
port services. The other half would be spent 


on the more than 1,000 homeless people or 
those at risk of becoming homeless with 
various support services. 

Nancy Radner, chief executive officer of 
the Chicago Alliance to End Homelessness, 
said programs aimed at getting the homeless 
off the streets and into some sort of hous- 
ing had been successful. Since 2003, when 
the city’s plan was launched, the number 
of homeless on the streets has dropped by 
38 percent, she said.

PESHAWAR, Pakistan A car bomb struck 

a busy market in northwestern Pakistan 
on Wednesday, killing 100 people— mostly 
women and children—as visiting Secretary 
of State Hillary Clinton pledged US. support 
for Islamabad’s campaign against Islamic mili- 
tants. 

More than 200 people were wounded in 
the blast in the main northwestern city of 
Peshawar, the deadliest in a surge of attacks by 
suspected insurgents this month. The govern- 
ment blamed militants seeking to avenge an 
army offensive launched this month against 
al-Qaida and Taliban in their stronghold close 
to the Afghan border. 

The bombing was the deadliest since explo- 
sions hit homecoming festivities for former 
Prime Minister Benazir Bhutto in Karachi in 
October 2007, killing about 150 people.

was later slain in a separate attack. 

Wednesday’s bomb destroyed much of the 
Mina Bazaar in Peshawar’s old town, a warren 
of narrow alleys clogged with stalls and shops 
selling dresses, toys and cheap jewelry that 
drew many female shoppers and children in 
the conservative city. 

The blast collapsed buildings, including a 
mosque, and set scores of shops ablaze. The 
wounded sat amid burning debris and parts 
of bodies as a huge plume of gray smoke rose 
above the city. 

Crying for help, men tried to pull survivors 
from beneath wreckage. One man carried 
away a baby with a bloody face and a group of 
men rescued a young boy covered in dust, but 
others found only bodies of the dead. A two- 
story building collapsed as firefighters doused 
it with water, triggering more panic.

Fame da Lupo translates roughly to “hungry like the wolf,” 
but Lubo Yordanoy didn’t swipe the name of his new restau- 
rant from Duran Duran. The Italian phrase fits his desire to 
satisfy the famished, he says—and 
| 2for $20 — it’s a lot sexier than the American 
equivalent, “I could eat a horse.”

Viadi Veney, leans Italian, but it 
is accented with touches 
from Yordanov’s native 
Bulgaria. There are sal- 
ads, pastas and some fairly 
standard appetizers (brus- 
chetta, garlic bread, fried 
zucchini, etc.) on the menu, 
but you'll want to skip over 
those. Pizzas aren’t really the 
draw here either, though the 
kitchen turns out reasonably 
priced ($9-$20.50) thin-crust 
and hand-tossed versions 
with toppings ranging from

standards such as tomato-basil to more creative combos like 
potato-dill-garlic and bacon-onion-fried egg. 

The real values are on the sandwich menu, an easily over- 
looked lineup just five strong, all served on thick slices of 
French bread from Artemio’s Bakery. Yordanov’s specialty is 
a meatball sandwich ($5.50) made with melted mozzarella, 
lutenitza (a Bulgarian tomato- and sweet red pepper-based 
sauce) and two pork meatballs. Yes, just two. But before you 
think you're getting ripped off, consider these meatballs: 
They’re as big as hockey pucks and flattened to fit the sand- 
wich— more patties than balls, really. They’re also unusually 
juicy. Yordanoy first grills then pan fries them, which adds 
some texture to the outside and locks in flavor from onion, 
cumin and tsubritsa, a Bulgarian herbal seasoning. 

Nearly as filling is the signature Fame da Lupo sandwich 
($6), spread with lutenitza and piled with hunks of feta 
and thinly sliced lukanka, a pungent dry salami spiced with 
cumin and fenugreek. Less adventurous options include a 
veggie and cheese sandwich ($5.75) and a simple ham, egg 
and cheese ($5.25) version. 

Though there’s a candle flickering on every table in the 
40-seat orange- and green-walled dining room, Fame da 
Lupo comes up a bit short on ambiance. Personable, chatty 
service and the BYOB policy make up for it, but carryout 
and delivery are good options too.

FOR REDEYE 

It could be called “Replicate the Mashup Hero,” or 
“Hit Buttons On a Turntable Hero.” But “DJ Hero?” 
Nah. 

That’s according to Drew Fields, better known in 
Chicago nightclubs as DJ Drubix-Cube. Fields, 31, of 
Logan’s Square, sat down with RedEye and a copy of 
Activision’s brand new addition to the “Hero” fam- 
ily—avideo game that promises to do to the turntable 
what “Guitar Hero” did to rock instruments. 

Fields’ verdict after an hour of mixing it up to some 
of the game’s 93 mashups? The game is to real DJing 
what “Wii Tennis” is to playing against Roger Federer 
at Wimbledon. 

“For people who want to pretend like they’re doing 
the real thing, it does take elements of the DJ experi- 
ence, but it doesn’t recreate it at all,” Fields said. “It’s 
definitely a fun game, but it’s not really comparable 
to real DJing.” 

Fields speaks from his extensive experience with 
both spinning and playing video games. He’s spun in 
Chicago for more three years at such clubs as Enclave, 
Crescendo and Reserve, and has worked frequently with 


nationally-known DJs like Crooklyn Clan, DiscoTech 
and DJ AM, the late mixmaster whose remixes appear 
in several “DJ Hero’ tracks. Fields is also a game junkie 
and fan of the “Guitar Hero” and “Rock Band” series, 
so he said he was excited to see what Activision would 
do with mixing decks made of plastic. 

The look of the turntable replica, as it turns out, 
might be the most similar to the real thing, he said. 

“Well, there should be two of these {turntables} 
here instead of one, but this thing is pretty cool,” 
Fields said as he set the device in his lap. 

The game play of “DJ Hero” breaks down the 
crowd-pleasing, beat-matching, cross-fading art of the 
DJ into a hand-eye coordination game of slamming 
buttons and sliding knobs. 

“I just want to go kind of nuts with the scratch- 
ing on this track,” Fields said as he played a mash-up 
of Queen’s “Another One Bites the Dust” and Daft 
Punk’s “Da Funk” on the medium difficulty level. “I’m 
not used to being told what to do with a turntable.” 

The lack of beat-matching capabilities in “DJ 
Hero” is the game’s most egregious sin, Fields said. 
When a DJ beat-matches, he alters the tempo of one 
track to match that of another track so the dancing 


crowd hears a single mix of the two songs that flow 
together properly. 

“It’s my favorite part of DJing because it’s fun and 
it can bring enjoyment from the crowd to the next 
level,” Fields said. “But in this game, beat-matching is 
completely done for you.” 

The game’s special rewind function that lets you 
spin your record backward and replay the last five 
seconds of the song? A total faux-pas if done at a late- 
night Chicago dance party. 

“Some DJs use the rewind as a transition into 
another song,” he said. “But to do it in the middle of 
the song and to interrupt people’s dancing? No way.” 

Despite his disappointment in 


the game, Fields has hope for the if =. at 


inevitable “DJ Hero 2.” 

“If they can somehow incor- 
porate more beat-matching and 
make it so that you can make 
your own mixes instead of listen- 
ing to pre-made ones, it would 
be more fun and more like what 
we actually do.”

Nothing puts a damper ona vacation like 
realizing your wallet is missing. 

Lost or stolen money and credit cards 
is bad enough. Without identification, 
though, you have to wonder what adven- 
tures await you at the airport as you try 
to catch your flight home. Actually, it 
might not be as bad as you fear. 

If you have lost your identification, 
you will be required to provide the docu- 
ment-checking officer with something to 
help in confirming your ID. 

A letter with the address on it would 
work, or a copy of a police report if the 
wallet was stolen, says Lara Uselding, a 
Transportation Security Administration 
spokeswoman. 

“Anything this person might have to 
help identify themselves would be very 
helpful,” she said. 

Additionally, according to the TSA 
Web site, a passenger “may be subject- 
ed to additional screening protocols, 


including enhanced physical screening, 
enhanced carry-on and/or checked bag- 
gage screening, interviews with behavior- 
detection or law-enforcement officers 
and other measures.” 

“Passengers whose identity cannot be 
verified by TSA may not be allowed to go 
through the checkpoint or onto an air- 
plane,” Uselding pointed out. 

Another course of action is to check 
with your airline. 

One way to avoid potential hassles is to 
carry backup identification—that letter 
she mentioned, your passport, a Xerox of 
your driver’s license or government-issued 
ID. (For international travel, make copies 
of your passport.) Then keep this backup 
material—along with a list of emergency 
numbers, such as whom to call to report 
lost or stolen credit cards —in a separate 
location in your luggage.
